Surrender Terms

TWO CONVOYS OF BRITISH AND ALLIED + 
SHIPS. SAFELY’ ESCORTED THROUGH THE | 


DANGER ZONE, AND TWO U-BOATS SUNK BY. 
SISTER DESTROYERS. THIS IS THE ENCOUR- 
AGING RECORD OF A 2,000-MILE. VOYAGE I 
MADE IN A DESTROYER WHICH IN SEVERAL 
DAYS HAS RANGED FAR OUT INTO THE 
WILDERNESS OF THE VAST ATLANTIC 
BATTLEFIELD. 


As escort vessel and submarine chaser, this ship 
is helping to fight a way through the German coun- 
ter-blockade of our north-western. approaches, now 
being ruthlessly prosecuted by U-boats and surface 
raiders. In a few days I have seen over 200 ships 
sailing safely in convoy, an antidote to the figure of 
shipping losses. 


Alarms and scares were 
plentiful but our two con- 
voygs were not attacked 
once. Condign punish- 
ment of U-boats which 
tmprudently made an at- 
tempt on a convoy ahead! 
probably explains our im- 
munity. 

After some minor adventures 
the testing moment of our voyage 
came on the sixth day. Late

Enemy ’Plane About 


Wireless reports’ established 
that a merchant ship had been 
torpedoed more than 50 miles 
away.

THE FIRST OF THE released British prisoners: 
to arrive in Asmara from Adi Ugri, 35. miles south 
of Asmara, told me how, if they had not been freed 
by Sudanese armoured cars, they would have 
escaped in a fortnight’s time through a 40-yard un- 
derground tunnel they. had been excavating from a 
prison barracks. y 

The prisoners in Adi Ugri, which since last 
December has been a single Italian camp for cap- 
tives from the entire East African theatre of war, 
numbered 34 officers, 62 N.C.O.s and 60 Africans and 


Indians. 

The tunnel ‘by which 
escape was planned start- 
ed under the floor of the 
officers’ tin hut—the 
N.C.O.'s had begun on 
Boxing Day. 


The holes were covered with 
circular pieces of wood — shaped 
with a claspknife and painted to 
resemble the concrete floor, Dig- 
ging was done with a piece of iron 
-bedsteud. 

The excavated carth was carried 
out of the building in a vast cook- 
ing pot and deposited about the 
prison gardens. 

The guards’ suspicions of the 
constant carrying of these burdens 
were allayed by the fact that the 
prisoners hid been allowed to con- 
struct an earth stove in the kit- 
chen and to lay out the earth on 
«a Rugby football ground where 
they played with a cushion as a 
ball. 

The guards failed to notice 
that far more earth was leaving 
the bullding than ever came 
Into It. 


Ingenious Air Shaft 


The tunnel was about 4ft. in 
diameter, and progressed about a 
foot a day. Ventilation was pro- 
vided by a tube made of sewn-up 
sheets lined with jam tins with 
the ends removed, through which 
air was blown with improvised 
bellows. 

The prisoners had also provid- 


ed for the danger of -being over-| 


looked should British forces enter 
the town before the tunnel was 
completed, With a sheet painted 
with blue ink and red lead used 
in coloured tiles they had improv- 
ised a Union Jack to fly over the 
barrack roof. For on more than 
one occasion they had heard the 
guns of a British force fighting ts 
way dowh the Arrezza road, 15 
niles away. 
The night of April 15, when 
the moon was favourable, was 
fixed for the attempt, Once 
outelde the camp the prisoners 
intended to make off in smail 
groups, 

All agreed that their biggest 
thrill was when Sudan armour2d 
cars drove up to the barracks on 
Tuesday evening and confirmed 
the rumours current for 48 hours 
of the Italian collapse.

The first bomb dropped 
by a Blenheim bomber of 
the Coastal Command on 
a German supply ship in 
the Channel yesterday 
afternoon struck her 
plumb on the stern. 


The force of Blenheims, says 
the Air Ministry news service, 
was out with a strong escort of 
fighters on a sweep over the Eng- 
lish Channel. 


" As they furned for home the 
stern of the ship was already un- 
der water and the sea was wash- 
ing over her decks. 95 

The squadron leader flying 
the leading Blenheim saw three 
ships about 10 miles off Dun- 
kirk. The formation dive- 
bombed the middie one—a 
vessel of about 3,000 tons.
